Testing sites will be open from Mondays, Wednesdays,
and Fridays from 8 am - 4 pm. 1E you are fully vaccinated, you should feel better over the next 3-5 days.
However, if your symptoms continue, please call 219 or 633-5871. A DOH doctor will help to determine
if you need treatment.

Primary COVID-19 vaccination doses wane over time. Booster shots offer the best protection against severe
COVID symptoms and its variants. DOH encourages everyone to get a booster shot as soon as you are eligible
because they reduce the possibility of severe symptoms, hospitalization, and death. Vaccination sites will
be open on Tuesdays and Thursdays from 8 am - 4 pm at Samoana High School, Tafuna DYWA, and Leone
Catholic Church.
